Some publicity against the Ra- 
jneeshees’ tactics would he gem 
erated, but the kind of negative

The news reports already gen-: 
erated by the Rajneeshees’ ac-! 
tions show that something needs 
to^be done with, the state’s laws to 
make sure people ^ap’Lshift 
’ around merely for thepur poses of 
voting. 

For the immediate future, we 
encourage critics of the Ra¬ 
jneeshees to take their case to the 
courts to try to stop the transients 
fronryotingjand to challenge their 
votes if they do go to the polls. 

For the long term, some politi¬ 
cal, candidates are trying, to,sell 
the 20rday residency requirement 
for voting as a way to stop the 
Rajneeshees’ busing. This, how¬ 
ever, merely tends to.heat up an 
already volatile situation. To im¬ 
ply that, there is some simple 
solution at this point is ir¬ 
responsible; 

If the 20-day waiting period 
were in effect today,, all the home¬ 
less who’ve arrived in Ra¬ 
jneeshpuram so far plus all the 
ones who could get there by Oct. 
15 would, still be eligible to regis¬ 
ter and voteNov. 6. 

Perhaps a waiting periodis part 
of, the solution. But any 
meaningful, long-term solution 
will take time and probably the 
attention of the legislature. Also, 
sopie changes wanted by oppo¬ 
nents df the Rajneeshees plight 
not be, legal or desirable; because 
they’d trample on the rights of 
voters, no matter what color of 
garments they wear. 

Where the line between voters’ 
rights and the public’s concerns 
should bp drawn is a delicate 
question, one better left to 
legislators and; courts than to 
caravans of angry people;
